6 . Budget problems in the Navy - a critique submitted 
by a Commo employee who attended a VHF/UHF SIGINT 
Search and Analysis Course, conducted by the Naval 
Communications Training Center (NCTC) in Pensacola, 

Florida from 26 April through 18 June contains the 
following quote: "the most discouraging discovery, which 
was most obvious during the first few days of lab work, was 
the malfunction of lab equipment. The Navy's excuse was the 
lack of funds and qualified maintenance technicians. One of 
the two TYCOR instrumentation tape recorders was reported 
by instructors as having been broken down for a number of 
previous classes. . . . The Navy contacted a factory represen- 
tative who surveyed the broken recorder and suggested sending 
a factory technician to NCTC to perform the necessary 
repairs. The cost would be about $3, 000. The Navy decided 
this cost to be excessive to repair an $80, 000 recorder! 

Six out of six multitone demodulator units were malfunctioning. 
An attempted class demonstration in the use of this instrument 
failed. "
